people, for permanent betterments and 
for Improvements, both physical and 
mental. 


The 
presentment

read spec- 


ifies that the United States will reirn- 
imrso Spain to the extent of her pa- 
rjfic ex[)fndltures made in the archi- 
pelago. Such is the vital portion of 
rise presentment made by the Ameri- 
can commissioners, and it Is to be ob- 
served thai while the main proposition 
is to possession and financial respon- 
sibility is clear and definite, many fle- 
mjls have been left to the develop- 
ments of tho discussion between the 
two commissions.
